VIETNAI'l  SLUGS 

By  -  S/Sgt.  Ray  Bows,  MTMS  #328 
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As  in  all  areas  using  Military  Payment  Certificates,  Vietnam  must 
use  "Slugs*'  for  vending  machines,  as  well  as  for  the  "one  armed  bandits 
and  the  juke  boxes.  Due  to  the  fact  that  these  slugs  are  not  centrally 
controled,  hundreds  of  varieties  exist. 


Some  are  very  simple  with  nothing  more  than  a  few  letters  v/hich 
would  be  meaningless  to  most  individuals  outside  the  units  where  these 
tokens  are.,  used.  (VTMA,  ifETSU,  SEMO,  HACOM,  SITC,  to  mention  a  few.) 


Vfhile  some  of  the  pieces  illustrate  unit  crests  and  insignias 
including  Engr.  Corps.,  Military  Police,  Signal  Corps.,  Military 
Advisory  Group-Vietnam,  and  U.S.  Army-Vietnam,  other  slugs  depict 
humor  typical  of  the  G.I.  in  Vietnam.  One  such  contains  the  name, 
"Charlies  Playboy  Club".  (Charlie  meaning  the  V.C.  "attacks  the  place 
so  much,  he  thinks  it  belongs  to  him.")  Another  is  from  "Beetle  Nut 
Lounge".  (The  beetle  nut  is  a  kind  of  red  chewing  gum,  used  by  the 
elderly  population  of  the  country. )  There  is  one  from  "Flint stone 
Park  ITCO  Club"  and  another  from  "Heaven  In  Hell  Club". 

.Strangely  enough,  many  of  the  tokens  in  this  series  are  already 
obsolete.  The  39th  Signal  Bn.  left  behind  throe  different  varieties 
when  it  was  replaced  by  the  69th  Signal  at  Camp  Galore. 


The  GoCo  Glub-Saigon  (Officers  and  Embassy  Personnel)  obtained 
new  tokens'  after  the  name  was  changed  to  the  International  House. 

Strangest  of  all,  the  79th  Ordinance  J3n.  ,  Rice  Mill,  issued 
tokens  a  couple  of  years  ago  at  its  club.  ...Today  there  is  no  sign  of 
the  club,  nor  does  anyone  stationed  at  the  79th  which  is  still  at 
Rice  Mill,  know  that  there  even  was  a  club  there!  The  only  bit  of 
evidence  remaining  is  an  occasional  slug  turning  up  in  the  slot  machine 
of  some  other  club. 

These  tokens  are  ignored  by  almost  all  xfho  come  in  contact  with 
them,  but  someday  they  may  be  the  only  remembrance  of  units  and 
installations  that  were  there,  as  the  men  and  their  organizations' 
rotate  to  and"  from  'Vietnam.

POPULAR  WORLD’S  FAIR  CATALOGUE 
STILL  AVAILABLE  PROM  ANA  LIBRARY 


Many  Americans  toured  the  spectacular  pavilions  of  Expo  ’67-  last 
year  in  Montreal,  and  this  summer  the  HemisPair  ’68  is  attracting 
visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  country  to  the  first  world’s  fair  in 
the  southern,  portion  of  the  United  States. 

Although  a  number  of  unique  medals  have  been  struck  commemorating 
these  two  events,  our  modern  generation  cannot  begin  to  compare  these 
issues  with  the  countless  number  struck  a  generation  ago  for  the- New 
York  World ' s  Pair. 

An  excellent  -example  of  300  such  issues  commemorating  the  famous 
New  York  fair  may  be  seen  and  studied  in  an  excellent  reprint  offered 
by  the  ANA,  New  York  World's  Fair  Medals,  1939-1940,  by  Ernest  Weidhaas. 

Reprinted  from  The  Numismatist,  the  official  publication  of  the 
ANA,  this  copyrighted  numismatic  record  is  bound  to  bring  back  many 
lingering  memories  to  persons  who  enjoyed  the  peaceful  atmosphere  of 
the  New  York  fair  during  the  early  part  of  one  of.  the  worst,  catastro- 
phies  which  ever  afflicted  civilization — World  War  II.  Modern  genera¬ 
tion  collectors  will  enjoy  delving  into  the  past  through  sharp  illus¬ 
trations,  all  actual  sizes  of  the  specimens. 


The  listing  is  roughly  divided  into  four  separate  categories: 
Section  1,  Medals;  Section  2,  Pseudo-medals  (lucky  pennies,  enclosed 
cents,  elongated  cents,  advertising  tokens  and  exhibitors’  give-aways); 
Section  3,  Badges  and  special  day  buttons,  ..and  Section  4,  Miscellaneous, 
pins,  charms  and  semi- jewelry . 

The  author  points  out  that  almost  every  one  of  the  300  items 
listed,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  presentation  and  an-Tard  medals 
issued  by  semi-official  and  private  groups,  could  have  been  obtained 
:by  a  visitor  at  the  fair,  either  as  gifts  from  the  various  exhibitors 
or  by  purchase  at  nominal  cost. 

Theoretically  it  should  be  .possible  to  form  a  complete  collection 
with  ease.  He  adds,  however,  thcit  a  number  of  the  most  insignificant 
pieces  will  be  so  difficult  to  obtain  that  acquiring  them  is  a  formi¬ 
dable  challenge  to  the  most  ardent  collector.

In  August  of  1 966  the  men  of  Owosso,  Michigan  lost  their  doimtown 
sanctuary.  Gray’s  Stag  Bar  &  Cigar  Store  was  sold  to  a  hooKstore  pro¬ 
prietor  by* the  name  of  Nilliam  Ross.  This  ended  an  era  for  Owosso’s 
only  male  sanctuary.  The  "stag"  tradition  made  the  bar  unique  in  the 
Owes so  area. 

The  building  located  on  the  corner  of  Exchange  and  I'/ashington 
Streets,  dates  back  about  a  hundred  years.  It  was  a  Post  Office  in 
the  1880’ s,  and  later  was  used  as  a  grocery  store  and  restaurant. 

The  upper  two  stories  once  served  as  a  cigar  factory. 

About  forty  years  ago,  Gray's  was  a  favorite  hangout  for  the  late 
James  Oliver  Curwood  (Owosso‘s  famous  author),  as  well  as  for  several 
other  prominent  Owosso  men.  ■  ■

They  also  .owned  many  smaller  companies  tha-t  operated  under  different 
names.-  Philips  was  the  largest  packer  of  food,  goods  on  the  East  coast 
at  one  ’time. 'After  awhile  the  names  of  Philips  and  Cambridge  became 
synonjnnous.  .  in  all  they  did  a  yearly  business  of  a  few  million  dollars.

THE  HUSSEY  TOKEN

A  word  of  explanation  is  in  order  with  regard  to  the  town  of 
Hussey  and  Its-'o'tiS  Civil  War  Store  Card,  that  of  E.  C.  Horse.  This  town 
wa,s  originally  assigned  to  Ohio  by  Hetrich  and  Guttag,  and  the  token 
W8.S  listed  in  the  Fuld  catalog  as  Ohio  595A. 

The  uncertainty  of  some  of  tho  H-G  attributions  has  led  to  further 
research  on  the  part  of  a  few  colloctors,  in  this  instance  Robert  R. 
Hailey.  To  those  who  may  hot  be  acquainted  with  Bob  Halley,  he  is: one 
of  the  leading  lights  in  TAMS,  a  dedicated  and  knowledgea'blc  collector, 

,  and  a  flpe  gentleman. 

Bob,  working  on  a  lead  from  the  Now  York  Public "Library ,  enlisted 
the  help  of  the  St.  Clair  County  Library  in  Port  Huron,  Michigan,  i-rtio 
in  turn  referred  the  inquiry  to  its  branch  library  in  Capac,  Ilussby 
Township.  Prom  a  1912  copy  of  the  Capac  Journal,  it  was  learned  that 
a  Mr.  E.  Cory  Morse  had  operated  a  general  store  one  and  one'^quarteur 
miles  North  o.f  Capac  from  1863  to  1865.  The  article:  in  the  paper  Was 
prompted  by  a  local  farmer  tRio  had  found  one  of  the  tokens  in  his  field. 

The  evidence  seems  conclusive,  and  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to 
Dob,  and  those  like  him,  vrho  share  their  research  and  knowledge  with 
us  all.  ! 


NEGLECTED  TOKENS  SERIES  NO.  6

One  will  notice  that  only  three  have  the  city  and  states;  the 
balance  -are  Maverick,  Thls,..salG. .  was  catalogued  by  Woodward  by  States 
and  Cities,  yet  he  placed  the  three  in.,  this  category.  One  piece  had 
"1  drink",  one  "5  cents  at  bar",  and'  one-  "Good  drink".  The  other 
eight  have  no  mention  of  a^nj^thing  resembling  bar  or  drink. 


For.  years  catalogues  mado  no  mention  of  a  separate  section  for 
"Bar  Tickets"  or  the  like.,-  One  heard  very  little  about  "Saloon’- -tokens 
About  a  year  ago,  a  western  collector-  asked  about  "Saloon"  tokens  with 
city^'and  state..;  These  are  unusual.  Since  then  we  have  noticed  several 
collectors  asking  for  only  "Sal-on"  tokens  containing  the  name  Saloon, 
and  the  City  and  State  on  them.  Frankly,,  mavericks  with  the  word 
"Saloon"  seem  to  be  more  scarce  than  those  mth^the  City  and  State. 

All  are  scarce.  It  is  strange  that  there  are  only  a  handful  of  "Saloon 
specialized  collectors.  '  ,  . 

Ifhen- Lyman  H,  Low  catalogued  the  Benjamin  Betts  collection  (Jan. 
11-12,  1898  sale),  he  did  not  separate  the  tokens  by  categories.  He 
listed  by  states,  cities  and  tdims.  ■  .  . 

The  Henry  B.  H.  Beaufoy  collection  was  catalogued  by  J.  H.  Bume. 
This  listing J was -given' to ’ the  members  of  the -corporation  of  the  City 
of  London  in ’1 855. ''  He  lists  London  Trs^ders,  Taverns,  and  Coffee-House 
tokens  current  in  the  17th  Century.  Some  of  these  tokens  are  real 
works 'of  art.  This  was  the  clay  of  the  coaches,  and  the  taverns  were 
strategically  located  to  correspond  with  their  routes.  The  descrip¬ 
tion  of  these  tokens  makes  most  interesting  reading.  These  were  the 
days  of  taverns  and  coffee-houses,  but  no  mention  vras  made  of  "pubs". 

One  of  the  most  interesting  collections  to  the  writer  Is  the 
"Montague  Guest  Collection  of  Badges,  Tokens  and  Passes"  located  in 
the  British  Museum.  There  are  168  tokens  of  inns,  taverns,  coffee¬ 
houses  listed.  Most  of  the  pieces  are  taverns  and  ins,  x/ith  two  being 
called  "saloons".  Other  interesting  names  are,  "Temple  Luncheon  Bar", 
"Travellers’  Rest"  and  "Dinner  Ticket".  One  thing  is  certain-*-all  of 
the  pieces  mentioned  are  very  old. 


The  writer  has  always  been  interested  in  listing  different  types 
of  tokens  issued,  and  as  a  result  has  always  be^n  fascinated  by  the 
various  kinds  of  business  listed  in  early  and  modern  "Directories  of 
Business" . 


Bar  Tickets,  cond. 
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An  1851  New  York  City  directory  lists  125^  different  businesses, 
and  the  only  ones  pertaining  to  drinks  are:  Billiard  Saloons,  Bowling 
Saloons,  Garden’s  Public  and  Porter  Houses.  The  1885  New  York  City 
directory  which  listed  1368  concerns,  only  listed  two — Billiard  Saloon, 
and  Nine, 'Liquor  and  Lager  Beer  Saloon,  retail.  This  same  directory 
lists  bar  and  saloon  fixtures.  The  1875  Baltimore  City  directory  lists 
420"- types  of  business,  but  only  two  dealing, with  drinks--Billiard  and 
Bowling  Saloons,  and  Liquor  &  Wine  Pealers,  Retail.  The  1908  Baltimore 
City  Directory  indexed  1 663  types,  with  only  two  pertaining  to  drinking. 
This  directory  mentioned  a  number  of  allied  businesses,  ,  such  as  Bar, 
Room  fixtures,  Bar  Supplies,  Beer  Pumps,  etc.  Directories  make  inter-f 
esting  reading  and  are  worthwhile  for  any  student  of  tokens.  , 


.  The  real  neglected  series  are  types  of  businesses  connected  with'" 
drinking  not  previously  mentioned.  We  index  these  as  follows:  Tokens 
that  mention  Bar,  Beer  Garden,  Beer  Parlor,  Cafe,  Cocktail  Lounge,  Inn^ 
Lounge,  Men's  Bar,‘-^Pub,  Tap  Room  and  Tavern.  * 

This  list  may  not  contain  all, of  the  "drink"  types,  but  these  are" 
the  ones  in  the  writer's  collection.  Any  other  types  not  mentioned 
are  gratefully  solicited. 


•  TfflY  NOT  TOKENS  -  ??  •  -

Looking  for  something  new  in  collecting?  Want  to  collect  some¬ 
thing  that  o.ffers  a  little  more  variety?  Something  that  is  perhaps 
more'  pleas'l'hg  in  both  historical  sense  and  motif  than  the  readily 
collectible  United  States  coins?  Then,  why  don’t  you  try  collecting 
tokens? 

A  short  fling  in  this  area  of  collecting  is  almost  .certain  to  re¬ 
sult  in  the  individual  becoming  hooked,  as  the  multiplicity  of  tokens'" 

'  and  other  items  .which  may  be  encountered  in  the  field  make  it  one  of 
endless  fascination.  Theme  collection  may  be  developed  along  innumer¬ 
able  lines,  and  carried  out  at  a  relatively  low  cost.  An  exploratory 
probing  of  the  various  basic  token  avenues'  -  such  as  collecting  by  era 
of  subject,  metallic  content,  or  denomination,  can  be  accomplished 
rather  easily.  Remembering  to  buy  the  book  first,  the  collector  can  - 
survey  the  token  field  for  a  period  stretching  back  more  than  two 
centuries,  with  a  handfull  of  books  costing  considerably  less  than 
today’s  average  daily  wage.  ^  ‘ 

Selectingra  single  theme,  or  at  least  attempting  to  restrict  him¬ 
self  to  a  fairly  small  range  of  material,  experience  will  teach  the 
collector  of  tokens  that  he  can  expand  his  collection  with  little  or  . 
no  difficulty  in  most  cases.  The  problem  is  to  keep  the  range  small 
enough  so  that- the  collection  does  not  become  just  a  hodgepodge.  The 
collector  begins  building  his  collection  with  inexpensive  purchases. 

i'.Tiile  most  token  material  is  inexpensive,  the  collector  will  soon 
find  that  the  more  choice  or  desirable  pieces  command  substantial 
premiums',  though  they  are  manyfold  cheaper  when  compared  to  U.S.  coins. 
He  will'  riotc  with  interest  that  many  of  the  older  pieces  are  generally 
rarer,  'slid  although  they  have  a  greater  story  to  tell,  they  are  priced 
much  lower  than  the  more  modern  issues. 

However,  regardless  of  the  ora  the  collector  chooses  to  explore, 
the  modem  or  the  obsolete,  he  will  find  they  both  hold  theii  own 
special  fascination.  The  obsolete  tokens  are  already  a  part  of  history, 
while  the  modem  issues  are  a  living  witness  to  history  in  the  making.
